lisley Answers Charge 
‘Canada Can’t Pay 
Interest After War’ 


OTTAWA, Nov. 4.—Finance Min- 
ister Ilsley today issued the follow- 
ing: 

When shown a press statement to- 
day reporting that Premier Aber- 
hart of Alberta had allegedly told a 
meeting of the Democratic Monetary 
Reform Organization of Canatia 
that Canada will never pay back the 
money borrowed to finance the war 
and that after the war we will be 
paying “$2,000,000 a day in interest 
to institutions which loaned money 
to pay for the war effort,” Hon. J. L. 
Ilsley, minister of finance, stated 
that he could not believe that Mr. 
Aberhart was correctly reported. 
CAN’T BELIEVE IT 

“Such a statement,” said Mr. 
Ilsley, “is so false, and so calculated 
to hamper the war effort by need- 
lessly alarming the small and inex- 
perienced investor, that I cannot 
believe it could have been made by 
any responsible public man in Can- 
ada. 

“How false and ridiculous it is, 
will be immediately apparent to 
anyone who knows or take the trou- 
ble to examine the facts. The aver- 
age rate of interest paid on new 
monies borrowed by the Dominion ~ 
since the outbreak of war is only 
about 2.17 percent. On this basis it 
would take total new borrowings for 
the war effort of over $33,000,000,000 
to give rise to interest payments at 
the rate of $2,000,000 a day. 


“The fantastic and irresponsible 


character of the statement thus - 


should be apparent to anyone, no 
matter how little he may know 
about the subject of finance. 


“Actually,” said Mr. Ilsley, “the 
total net interest charges paid by 
the Dominion during the last fiscal 
year amounted to only $124,268,000, 
which was only 14.2 percent of the 
Dominion’s revenues for that- year 
and less than $10,000,000 in excess 
of the net interest charges paid by 
the Dominion in the pre-war fiscal 
year ending March 31, 1939. This 
year the percentage of total interest 
charges to our much enlarged, tota! 
revenues will be even smaller.

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“If we take the total net interest 
charges payable by the Dominion as 
& percentage of the national income, 
we will find such percentage for this 
fiscal year smaller than it was in 
the year immediately preceding the 
war and considerably smaller than 
in the years following the last Great 
War. 


“Whatever Mr. Aberhart may 
think, the Dominion believes that 
the only honest, fair and sound pol- 
icy is to pay one’s just debts—and 
there cannot be the slightest doubt 
as to the Dominion’s ability to do 
so after the war. 


“The way in which this war is 
being financed means (1) that bor- 
rowing is being relied on to finance 
a very much smaller proportion of 
the war cost; (2) that the interest 


rate being paid on such borrowing 1s 
very much lower than the average 


effective rate paid during the last 
war; and (3) that we are not bor- 
rowing abroad at all, and indeed we 
are steadily paying off what we owe 
abroad. 

“All our loans this time are inter- 
nal loans and the interest payable 
on them is not an additional burden 
on the economy as a whole as an 
increase in external debt would be. 
Such interest is payable to ourselves, 
forms part of the national income 
and, except in the case of War Sav- 
ings Certificates, is itself subject to 
taxation, Indeed in the case of 
very wealthy persons, most of tne 
additional income they receive from 
interest on War or Victory Bonds 
came back to the Dominion treasury 
in the form of taxes. 

SAFE INVESTMENT 

“We are of course concerned that 
our bonds and our War Savings Cer- 
tificates should be held as widely as 
possible and should not be concen- 
trated in a few hands. Every family 
every individual, should hold as 
many War Savings Certificates as 
possible, and Victory Bonds as well, 
in order to share in that interest 
income and to have the protection 
“of a” safe investment -for. the. post- 
war years. 

“That I believe is what is already 
happening. There were over 950,000 
subscriptions to our Victory Bond 
Loan, and War Savings Certificates 
have been bought by over 2,500,000 

" persons. Our bonds and certificates 
are being bought by everyone from 
the humblest who may know only 
that their country needs the-money 
to the most astute investors who 
know that they are a good buy. 

“The good judgment of these in- 
vestors will again be demonstrated 
as it was in the years following the 
last war. 

“This war is a costly necessity but 
its results are not all evil. Canada 
has already learned much from the 
war and has made certain substan- 
tial gains. 

“We have learned to work together 
in a new spirit of national unity.

NEED 489 MEN 
IN 22ND QUOTA 


Begin Recruiting for 
Canadian Army 
(Active) at M.D. 13 


With a required goal of 489 
men, recruiting has started for the 
22nd quota for the Canadian Army 
(Active), according to a statement 
from M.D. 13 Tuesday. 

Men are needed for the artillery, 
anti-tank, anti-aircraft batteries, 
surveyors, engineers, signals, arm- 
oured, Army Service, Army Medical 
and Ordnance Corps, the Edmonton 
Regiment and the Calgary High- 
landers. 

Out of this required quota of 489, 
approximately 152 tradesmen are 
needed, including clerks, cooks. 
mechanics, technical storemen, fit- 
ters, carpenters, concreters, engine 
artificers, fitters, pioneers, R.C.E., 
dispatch \ riders, electricians, lines- 
men, operators, equipment repairers, 
butchers, coppersmiths, nursing or- 
derlies, armourers, instrument mech- 
anics and wheelers. 

Major J.-H. Gainor, M.C., district 
recruiting officer, M.D..13, said that 
recruiting for,.the. army was: defi- 
nitely on the uptrend, and he was 
agreeably surprised. at the high 
standard of men who have been 
applying lately. 


HEAR 43,655 
DEBT CASES 


19,191 Settlements 
Made fer Farmers 


Sebananes 

OTTAWA, Nov. 4.—A total of 43,- 
655 cases have.been disposed of un- 
der the Farmers’ Creditors Arrange- 
ment Act of 1934, it was shown in a 
report tabled by Fingnce Minister 
Iisley in the House of Commons 
Monday. 

The act is designed to effect com- 
promises on regrrangements of the 
debts: of farmers enabling them to 
continue operation of their farms. 

The report showed 19,191 settle- 
ments made py the 188 official re- 
ceivers throughout Canada and 6,- 
932 by the boards of review estab- 
lished in each province. Manda- 
tory orders of the boards were made 
in 17,512 cases. 

The totul debt which the 43,655 
cases represented was $264,891,042 
and reductions were effected to the 
extent of $99,925,720 together with 
an interest reduction of $7,572,059. 

The average debt of farmers who 
have submitted proposals was $5,981, 
and the average reduction $2,256. 

During the fiscal year ending 
March 31, 1941,,the number of pro- 
posals submitted was 1,808 in com- 
parison with 4,142 in 1940 and 8,295 
in 1939. 


Wheat Exports 
For 13 Weeks Up 


OTTAWA, Nov. 4.—The Dominion 
bureau of statistics today reported 
overseas export clearances of Cana- 
dian wheat totalled 2,203,223 bushels 
in the week ended Oct. 31 compared 
with 2,609,404 the corresponding 
week last year. Exports in the 13 
weeks ended Oct. 31 totalled 33,356,- 
090 bushels compared with 21,511,314 
the same period last year. 

Wheat receipts inthe prairie 
provinces in the week ended Oct. 31 
totalled .11,470,460 bushels compared 
with 13,205,315 the previous week 
and 11,578,885 the corresponding 
week last year. Receipts by prov- 
inces with figures for the same week 
last year in brackets: Manitoba 1,- 
998,980 (179,729); Saskatchewan 5,- 
698,289 (.,556,185); Alberta 3,773,- 
191 (6,242,972). 

Marketings in the prairie prov- 
inces for the weeks ended Oct. 
31 totalled 93,626,738 bushels com- 
pared with 209,238,088 the same per- 
jod last year. Receipts by provinces: 
Manitoba 16,783,662 (20,860,214); 
Saskatchewan 63,154,191 (117,771,- 
192); Alberta 23,588,885 (61,597,682).
